Reasons for rejecting bids include but are not limited to: (1) The business that submitted the
bids is non-responsive as determined under GAR § 3116; (2) The bid ultimately fails to meet the announced requirements of the Government in
some material respect; or (3) The bid price is clearly unreasonable. Upon request, unsuccessful bidders shall be advised of the reasons for
rejection.

When bids are rejected, or a solicitation canceled after bids are received, the bids which have been opened shall be retained in the procurement
file, or if unopened, returned 1o the bidders upon request, or otherwise disposed of pursuant to GAR § 3115(g).

TERMINATION OF CONTRACT: 1. TERMINATION OF CONVENIENCE PURSUANT TO GAR § 6101(10)

{a) Termination: The Government, when the interest of the Government so requires, may terminate this contract in whole or in part, for
the Convenience of the Government. The Purchasing Agency shall give written notice of the termination to the contractor specifying
the part of the contract terminated and when termination becomes effective.

(b) Contracter’s Obligations: The contractor shall incur no further obligations in connection with the terminated work and on the date set
in the notice of termination the contractor will stop work to the extent specified.

(c) Condition of Termination: Notwithstanding the foregoing, the cessation of services for people requiring services shall be contingent
upon the Government obtaining a substitute provider for the services and the contractor shall cooperate by taking all reasonable and
necessary steps to ensure that services are not interrupted and transferred to the succeeding provider. The contractor shall issue a
written memorandum detailing the status of the contractor's ongoing services initiating termination or any fault of either party.

CONTRACT DISPUTES: 5 GCA § 5427 is applicable to controversies between the Government and a contractor which arise under, or by
virtue of, a contract between them. This includes without limitation controversies based upon breach of contract, mistake,
misrepresentation, or other cause for contract modification reformation, or rescission. The word controversy is meant to be broad and all-
encompassing. It includes the full spectrum of disagreements from pricing of routine contract changes to claims of breach of contract.

All controversies between the Government and the contractor which arise under, or are by virtue of, this contract and which are not
resolved by mutual agreement, shall be decided by the Government in writing, within 60 days after written reques!t by the contractor for a
final decision concerning the controversy; provided, however, that if the Government does not issue a written decision, within 60 days after
written request for a final decision, or within such longer period as may be agreed upon by the parties, then the contractor may proceed as
if an adverse decision had been received.

The Government shall immediately furnish a copy of the decision to the contractor, by certified mail, return receipt requested, or by any
other method that provides evidence of receipt, including (1) a description of the controversy; (2) a reference to pertinent contract
provisions; {3) a statement of the factual areas of agreement or disagreement; (4) a statement of the Office's decision, with supporting
rationale; and a paragraph substantially as follows:

This is the final decision of the Government,
You may seek any administrative or judicial review authorized by law.

Any such decision shall be final and conclusive, unless fraudulent, or the contractor brings an action seeking judicial review of the decision
in the Superior Court of Guam. The contractor shall comply with any decision of the Government of the and proceed diligently with
performance of the contract pending final resolution by the Superior Count of Guam for any controversy arising under, or by virtue of, the
contract; provided the contract where the Government has made a written determination that continuation of work under the contract is
essential to the public health and safety.

MANDATORY DISPUTES RESOLUTION CLAUSE: In the event of a conflict between this *Mandatory Disputes Resolution Clause" and
any other terms in this contract, it is the intent of the government of Guam and the contractor that the terms of this clause are to be given
precedence.

(1) Disputes — Contractual Controversies. The government of Guam and the contractor agree to attempt resolution of all controversies
which arise under, or are by virtue of, this contract through mutual agreement. If the controversy is not resolved by mutual agreement,
then the contractor shall request the head of the purchasing agency, or their designee, in writing to issue a final decision within sixty days
after receipt of the written request in keeping with 5 GCA § 5427(c). The head of the purchasing agency or their designee shall
immediately furnish a copy of the decision to the contractor, by certified mail with a return receipt requested, or by any other method that
provides evidence of receipt.

(2) Absence of a Written Decision within Sixty Days. f the head of the purchasing agency, or their designee does not issue a written
decision within sixty days after written request for a final decision, or within such longer pericd as may be agreed upon by the parties, then
the contractor may proceed as though the head of the purchasing agency, or their designee had issued a decision adverse to the
contractor.

(3) Appeals to the Office of Public Accountability. The head of the purchasing agency, or their designee's decision shall be final and

conclusive, unless fraudulent or unless the contractor appeals the decision administratively to the Public Auditor in accordance with
5GCA § 5706.

(4) Disputes — Money Owed To or By the Government of Guam. This subsection applies to appeals of the government of Guam's decision
on a dispute. For money owed by or to the government of Guam under this contract, the contractor shall appeal the decision in
accordance with the *Govemments Claims Act", 5 GCA § 6101 et. Seq., by initially filing a claim with the Office of the Attorney General no
later than eighteen months after the decision is rendered by the government of Guam or from the date when a decision should have been
rendered. For all other claims by or against the government of Guam arising under this contract, the Office of the Public Auditor has
jurisdiction over the appeal from the decision of the government of Guam. Appeals to the Office of the Public Auditor must be made within
sixty days of government of Guam's decision or from the date the decision should have been made.

(5) Exhaustion of Adminisirative Remedies. The contractor shall exhaust all administrative remedies before filing an action in the Superior
Court of Guam in accordance with applicable laws.

(6) Performance of Contract Pending Final Resolution by the Court. The contractor shall comply with the government of Guam's decision
and proceed diligently with performance of this contract pending final resolution by the Superior Court of Guam of any controversy arising
under, or by virtue of, this contract, except where the contractor claims a material breach of this contract by the government of Guam.
However, if the head of the purchasing agency determines in writing that continuation of services under this contract is essential to the
public's health or safety, then the contractor shall proceed diligently with performance of the contract notwithstanding any claim of material
breach by the government of Guam.

CONTRACT REMEDIES: Remedies pursuant to 2 GAR § 9101. Any dispute arising under or out of this contract is subject to the
provisions of Chapter 9 (Legal and Contractual Remedies) of Guam Procurement Regulations (GAR chapter 9)

DISCOUNTS:

a}  Notwithstanding the fact that prompt payment discounts may be offered, such offer will not be considered in evaluating bids for
award unless otherwise specified in the Solicitation. However, offered discounts will be taken if payment is made within the
discount period, even though not considered in the evaluation of bids.

b)  In connection with any discount offered, time will be computed from date of delivery and acceptance of the supplies to the destination as
indicated in the purchase order or contract. Paymentis deemed to be made for the purpose of earning the discount on the date of mailing
of the Government check.

GOVERNMENT FURNISHED PROPERTY: No material, labor or facilities will be furnished by the Government unless otherwise provided
for in the Solicitation.

SELLER’ INVOICES: Invoices shall be prepared and submitted in quadruplicate {one copy shall be marked ‘original”)  unless  otherwise
specified. Invoices shall be “certified true and correct” and shall contain the following information: Contract and order number (if any), item
numbers, description of supplies or services, sizes, quantities, unit prices, and extended total. Bill of lading number and weight of

shipment will be shown for shipments made on Government bills of lading.

RECEIPT, OPENING AND_RECORDING OF BIDS: Bids and modifications shall be publicly opened in the presence of one or more
witnesses, at the time, date, and place designated in the Invitation for Bids. The name of each bidder, the bid price, and such other
information as is deemed appropriate by the Procurement Officer, shall be read aloud and recorded, or otherwise made available. The

names and addresses of required witnesses shall be recorded at the opening. The opened bids shall be available for public inspection

except to the extent the bidder designates trade secrets or other proprietary data to be confidential as set forth in accordance with

Section 12, below. Material so designated shall accompany the bid and shall be readily separable from the bid in order to facilitate public
inspection of the non-confidential portion of the bid. Prices, makes and models or catalogue numbers of the items offered, deliveries, and
terms of payment shall be publicly available at the time of bid opening regardiess of any designation to the contrary (Guam Procurement
Regulations 2 GAR, Div.4 §3109(k} ).

CONFIDENTIAL DATA: If a bidder considers any information submitted in its bid to be confidential, the bidder must identify in writing to
the Government those portions which it considers confidential, and must request in writing that those portions be kept confidential. Only
trade secrets and proprietary data will be considered confidential. If there is a request for confidentiality, the Government will render a
decision on the request as soon as practicable after bids are opened. The Government will advise any bidder requesting confidentiality, of
the Government's decision in writing. If the Government does not agree with a bidder's request, then the Government will inform the
bidder that it may lodge a protest regarding any part of the Government's decision by following the procedure for protests outlined in
Chapter 9 of the Guam Procurement Regulations.

PROHIBITION AGAINST GRATUITIES AND KICKBACKS: With respect to this procurement and any other contract that bidder may have
or wish to enter into with the Government, the bidder represents that he/she has not viclated, is not violating, and promises that he will not
violate the prohibition against gratuities and kickbacks set forth in the Guam Procurement Regulations - GAR § 11170{¢)

STATEMENT OF QUALIFICATIONS: The ability capacity and skill of the Bidders to perform; Whether the bidder can perform promptly or
within the specified time; The quality of performance of the Bidder with regards to awards previously made to him; The sufficiency of the
financial resources and ability of the bidders to perform; And the compliance with all of the conditions to the solicitation.

WAGE AND BENEFIT COMPLIANCE-CONTRACTORS PROVIDING SERVICES:

(a) Contractor with regard to all person its employs whose purpose in whole or in part s the direct delivery of services contracted for with
the Government of Guam in this procurement, shall pay such employees in accordance with the Wage Determination for Guam and the
Northemn Marianas Islands issued and promulgated by the U.S. Department of Labor for such labor as is employed in the direct
deliverance of deliverables to the government of Guam. 5 GCA § 5801 Contractor shall be responsible for flowing down this obligation to
its subcontractors.
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{b) The Wage Determination most recently issued by the U.S. Department of Labor at the time this Agreement was awarded to Contractor
shall be used to determine wages and benefits which shall be paid to employees pursuant to this clause. 5 GCA § 5801

{c) Should any contract contain a renewal clause, then at the time of renewal adjustments there shall be stipulations contained in that
contract for applying the Wage Determination, so that the Wage Determination promulgated by the U.S Department of Labor on a date
most recent to the renewal date shall apply. 5 GCA § 5801

(d) In addition to the Wage Determination detailed above, health and similar benefits for employees having a minimum value as detailed in
the wage Determination issued and promulgated by the U.S. Department of Labor shall apply. Contractor shall pay a minimum of ten (10}
paid holidays per annum per employee. 5 (GCA § 5802

Any violation of Contractor or its sub-contractor(s) obligations of this section shall be investigated by the Guam Department of Labor and

may include a monetary penalty assessment by the Guam Department of Labor of no less than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) per day, and
no more than One Thousand Dollars {$1,000.00) per day, until such time as a violation has been corrected, as well as the payment of all back
wages and benefits due. 5 GCA § 5803

(f) In addition to any and all other breach of contract actions the Government of Guam may have under this procurement, in the event there
is a violation in the process set forth in subsection (e) above, Contractor may be placed on probationary status by the Chief Procurement
Officer of the General Service Agency, or its successor, for a period of one (1) year.

During the probationary status, a Contractor shall not be awarded any contract by any instrumentality of the Government of Guam. A
Contractor who has been placed on probationary status, or has been assessed a monetary penalty pursuant to 5 G.C.A. Article 13 Title 5
may appeal such penalty or probationary status to the Superior Court of Guam. 5 GCA § 5804

{9) Contractor along with all proposed offerors and submitter under this procurement were required to submit a Declaration of Compliance
with Wage Determination laws as part of this procurement with a copy of the most recent Wage Determination for Guam and the Northern
Marianas Islands issued and promuigated by the U.S. Depariment of Labor. 5 GCA §5805

{h} The applicable USDOL Wage Determination Rate Revision (as defined by subsections (b} and (c)) is to this Agreement. Contractor
agrees to provide upon written request by the Government of Guam written certification of its compliance with its obligations as part of

each invoice, along with the names of any employees, their positions, and detailed wage and benefits paid in keeping with this section.
Additionally upon request by Government of Guam the Contractor shall submit source documents as to those individuals provide direct
services in part or whole under this Agreement and its payments to them of such wages and benefits.

ETHICAL STANDARDS: With respect to this procurement and any other contract that the Contractor may have, or wish to enter into, with
Any government of Guam agency, the Contractor represents that it has not knowingly influenced, and promises that it will not knowingly
influence, any government employee to breach any of the ethical standards set forth in the Guam Procurement Law and in any of the
Guam Procurement Regulations. - GAR § 11103(b}

PROHIBITION AGAINST CONTINGENT FEES: The Contractor represents that he has not retained any person or agency upon an
Agreement or understanding for a percentage, commission, brokerage, or other contingent arrangement, except for retention of bona fide
employees or bona fide established commercial selling agencies, to solicit or secure this Agreement or any other contract with the
government of Guam or its agencies, GAR § 11108(f)

CONTRACTOR’S WARRANTY AS TO EMPLOYEES AND SEX OFFENSES. Reference 5 GCA 5253 (b): Contractor warrants that no
person providing services on behalf of the Contractor has been convicted of a sex offense under the provisions of Chapter 25 of Title 8 of
GCA or an offense as defined in Article 2 of Chapter 28, Tile 3 GCA, or an offense in another jurisdiction with, at a minimum, the same
elements as such offenses, or who is listed on the Sex Offender Registry.

Contractor warrants that if any person providing services on behalf of Contractor is convicted of a sex offense under the provisions of Chapter
25 of Title 9 GCA, or an offense as defined in Article 2 of Chapter 28, Title 9 GCA, or an offense in another jurisdiction with, at a minimum, the
same elements as such offenses, or who is listed on the Sex Offender Registry, that such person will be immediately removed from working at
said agency and that the administrator of said agency be informed of such within twenty-four (24) hours of such conviction. Any contactor found
in violation of this section, after notice from the Government of Guam, after notice from the contracting authority of such violation, shall within
twenty-four (24) hours, take corrective action and shall report such action to the contracting authority. Failure to take corrective action with the
stipulated period may result in the temporary suspension of the contract at the discretion of the Government of Guam.

POLICY IN FAVOR OF SERVICE-DISABLED VETERAN OWNED BUSINESSES: P.L.31-115 (September 20, 2011} 5 GCA § 5011

Government of Guam procuring agency for every service offered; and the service disabled veteran(s) owner(s) of the business concemn
has filed individual tax returns on Guam for a period of at least three (3) conseculive years.

LICENSING OR CERTIFICATE(S) OF EXEMPTIONS: Bidders are cautioned that the Government will not consider for award any offer
submitted by a bidder who cannot comply with the Guam Licensing Law. Specific information on license or exemptions may be obtained
from the Director of Revenue and Taxation.

EQUAL EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITY: Bidder shail not discriminate against any employee or applicant for employment because of race,
color, religion, sex, or national origin. The contractor will take affirmative action to ensure that employees are treated equally during
employment without regards to their race, color, religion, sex, or national origin.

DISCLOSURES OF MAJOR SHAREHOLDERS: (5 GCA § 5233)

As a condition of submitted a bid, any partnership, sole proprietorship or corporation doing business with the Government of Guam shall
submit an affidavit executed under ocath that lists the name and address of any person who has held more than ten percent (10%) of the
outstanding interest or shares in said month period immediately preceding submission of proposal.
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INSTRUCTIONS TO BIDDERS

1. Quantities
The work under these Contract documents consists of furnishing and delivery of five (5) Full Size 10-Passenger
ADA-Compliant Vans and associated goods and services such as spare parts, training material and manuals.

2. Questions, Clarifications and Omissions

All correspondence, communication and contact in regard to any aspect of this solicitation shall be only with the
Procurement Officer identified above. Unless otherwise instructed by the Procurement Officer, bidders and their
representatives shall not make any contact with or communicate with any member of GSA, GRTA or its’ Board of
Directors or its employees and consultants, other than the designated Procurement Officer, in regard to any aspect
of this solicitation. At any time during this procurement up to the time specified in “Proposed Schedule for the
Procurement,” Bidders may request, in writing, a clarification or interpretation of any aspect, a change to any
requirement of the IFB, or any addenda to the IFB. Requests may include suggested substitutes for specified items
and for any brand names, which whenever used in this solicitation shall mean the brand name or approved equal.
Such written requests shall be made to the Procurement Officer. Any request for a change to any requirement of the
Contract documents must be fully supported with technical data, test results or other pertinent information showing
evidence that the exception will result in a condition equal to or better than that required by the IFB, without a
substantial increase in cost or time requirements.

The Government shall prepare a written response to all Requests for Pre-Bid Change or Approved Equal
received in a timely manner, and shall serve the response on all registered. Any response that is not confirmed
by a written addendum shall not be official or binding on GSA. GSA will issue a separate addendum
incorporating all approved changes that result from the Request for Pre-Bid Change or Approved Equal
process in order to avoid conflicting documents.

If it should appear to a registered Bidder that the performance of the Work under the Contract, or any of the matters
relating thereto, is not sufficiently described or explained in the IFB or Contract documents, or that any conflict or
discrepancy exists between different parts of the Contract or with any federal, state, local or GSA law, ordinance,
rule, regulation or other standard or requirement, then the Bidder shall submit a written request for clarification to
the GSA within the time period specified above.

3. Addenda to iFB

The GSA reserves the right to amend the IFB at any time in accordance with “Proposed Schedule for the
Procurement.” Any amendments to the IFB shall be described in written addenda and served on ail registered
bidders. The registered bidders shall acknowledge the receipt of all amendments issued. All addenda issued shall
become part of the IFB. If GSA determines that the addenda may require significant changes in the preparation of
Bids, the deadline for submitting the Bids may be postponed from the date of issuance of addenda or by the number
of days that GSA determines will allow Bidders sufficient time to revise their Bids. Any new Due Date shall be
included in the addenda.

4. Buy America Certification

This solicitation and the contract to be awarded under this solicitation are subject to the “Buy America” requirements
of 49 United States Code (USC) §5323(j) and 49 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) Part 661, and applicable federal
regulations. Prospective bidders’ attention is directed to 49 CFR §661.11, “Rolling Stock Procurements.”
Prospective Bidders have the responsibility to comply with Part 661 and any governing laws, including official
interpretations.

In order to be considered responsive, a Bidder must submit a completed Buy America certificate in accordance with
49 CFR § 661.12 with its bid. A bid will be considered non-responsive if the Buy America certificate is not signed,
or if both the compliance and non-compliance certificates are signed, or if no certificate at all is submitted with the
bid.

The two signature blocks on the Buy America certificate are mutually exclusive. Bidders shall sign only one
signature block on the certificate. Signing both signature blocks will make the Bid nonresponsive. A false
certification is a criminal act in violation of 18 USC §1001.

A Bidder who has submitted an incomplete Buy America certificate or incorrect certificate of noncompliance

through inadvertent or clerical error (but not including failure to sign the certificate, submission of certificates of
both compliance and noncompliance, or failure to submit any certification),
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may submit to the FTA chief counsel within ten (10) days of Bid opening a written explanation of the circumstances
surrounding the submission of the incomplete or incorrect certification in accordance with 28 USC §1746, sworn
under penalty of perjury, stating that the submission resulted from inadvertent or clerical error. The Bidder will also
submit evidence of intent, such as information about the origin of the product, invoices, or other working documents.
The Bidder will simultaneously send a copy of this information to GSA.

The FTA Chief Counsel may request additional information from the Bidder, if necessary. GSA may not make
Contract award until the FTA Chief Counsel issues his or her determination, except as provided in 49 CFR Part

Certification based on ignorance of proper application of the Buy America requirements is not an inadvertent or
clerical error.

A waiver from the Buy America provisions will be sought by GSA from the FTA, for the proposed awardee, if the
grounds for a waiver exist. All Bidders seeking a waiver must submit to GSA a timely request in writing, which
shall include the facts and justification to support the granting of the waiver. Such waiver from the Buy America
provisions may be granted if the FTA determines the following:

a. Their application would be inconsistent with the public interest;

b. Materials are not produced in the United States in sufficient and reasonably available quantities and of a
satisfactory quality; or

c. Inclusion of domestic material will increase the cost of the overall Contract by more than 25 percent.

Any party may petition the FTA to investigate a successful Bidder’s compliance with the Buy America certification.
The procedures are set out in 49 CFR Part 661.15. If the FTA determines the evidence indicates noncompliance, the
FTA will require the GSA to initiate an investigation. The successful Bidder has the burden of proof to establish
compliance with its certification. If the successful Bidder fails to so demonstrate compliance, then the successful
Bidder will be required to substitute sufficient domestic materials without revision of the original Contract terms.
Failure to do so will be a breach of the Contract and may lead to the initiation of debarment proceedings under 49
CFR Part 29.

5. Conditions, Exceptions, Reservations or Understandings
Bidders are cautioned to limit exceptions, conditions and limitations to the provisions of this IFB, as they may be
determined to be so fundamental as to cause rejection of the Bid for not responding to the requirements of the IFB.

6. Protest Procedures

Protests must be delivered to the Chief Procurement Officer in a timely manner. All protests must be in writing,
stating the name and address of protestor, a contact person, contract number and title.

b. Pre-Bid Protests
Pre-Bid protesis are protests based upon the content of the solicitation documents. A protest must be filed within
fourteen (14) days after the protesting party knows, or should have known, of facts giving rise to the protest. And
upon filing of a protest, an automatic stay is imposed on the entire solicitation.
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¢. Protests on the Recommended Award
All Registered Bidders will be notified of the recommended award. This notice will be transmitted to each Registered
Bidder at the address contained in its Bid form in a manner that provides verification of receipt. According to Guam
law, a protest must be filed within fourteen (14) days after the protesting party knows, or should have known, of
facts giving rise to the protest, and upon filing of a protest, an automatic stay is imposed on the entire solicitation (5
GCA, Section 5425).

7. Response to Bids

a. Single Bid Response
Pursuant to 2 GAR, Division 4, § 3102 (c), if only one Bid is received in response to this IFB and it is found by
GSA to be acceptable, GSA will determine whether competition was adequate, which will include a review of the
specifications for undue restrictiveness. If GSA determines that specifications were sufficiently permissive for
competition, a price or cost analysis, or both, possibly including an audit, may be performed by or for GSA. The
Bidder has agreed to such analysis by submitting a Bid in response to this IFB.

b. Availability of Funds
This procurement is subject to the availability of funding.

c. GSA Contract Approval Process
The contract shall be signed by the awarded bidder and the using Administration, GRTA, and approved by the Chief
Procurement Officer. GRTA’s certifying officer must then certify sufficient funds for the contract. The contract
must then be submitted to the Bureau of Budget and Management Research for their review and approval. At this
point, the contract is considered fully signed. Finally, the contract is submitted to the Department of Administration
for registration. When registration is completed, a notice to proceed will be issued to the awarded bidder.

GSA reserves the right to reject any or all Bids, which, in its judgment, will be most advantageous to GSA,
considering price and other aspects of the evaluation process noted above. GSA reserves the right to determine any
specific Bid that is conditional or not prepared in accordance with the instructions and requirements of this [FB to
be nonresponsive. GSA reserves the right to waive any Defects, or minor informalities or irregularities in any Bid
which do not materially affect the Bid or prejudice other Bidders.

If there is any evidence indicating that two or more bidders are in collusion to restrict competition or are otherwise
engaged in anti-competitive practices, the Bids of all such Bidders shall be rejected, and such evidence may be a
cause for disqualification of the participants in any future solicitations undertaken by GSA.

e. Execution of Contract
The acceptance of a Bid for award, if made, shall be evidenced in writing by a notice of intent to award delivered
to the Bidder whose Bid is accepted.

8. Government of Guam-Mandatory Provisions

a. Disclosure of Ownership and Commissions.
In accordance with 5 GCA § 5233, as a condition of making a bid and doing business with the government,
a bidder must disclose in the form of an affidavit the names of all persons owning more than ten percent of
the outstanding interest of the bidder’s business during the twelve-month period immediately preceding the
date a bid is submitted, including the percentage owned by each such person or entity. The affidavit for this
solicitation may be made on any date on or after the date this procurement is issued and up to and including
the date that bids are due.

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If any of the bidder’s shareholders or partners is itself a corporation, partnership or other business entity,
then each such shareholder or partner must also prepare the affidavit, and the bidder must submit all such
affidavits with its proposal. The AG Procurement Form 002 (Affidavit of Disclosing Ownership and
Commissions) is attached.

b. Contingent Fees
The bidder must represent, pursuant to 2 GAR, Division 4, § 11108(a)(3); 5 GCA §§ 5630(c) and 5631 (c),
that it has not retained any person or Administration on a percentage, commission, or other contingent
arrangement to secure a contract with the government; nor has it retained a person to solicit or secure a
contract with the government of Guam upon an agreement or understanding for a commission, percentage,
brokerage, or contingent fee, except for retention of bona fide employees or bona fide established
commercial selling agencies for the purpose of securing business.

¢. Interest

d. Ethical Standards
The bidder must represent, pursuant to 2 GAR, Division 4, § 11103.(b); 5 GCA § 5225 and 5630, that it has
not knowingly influenced, and promises that it will not knowingly influence, a government employee to
breach any of the ethical standards set out in Guam’s procurement code or regulations pertaining to ethics in
public contracting.

e. No Gratuities and kickbacks

f. Non-Collusion
The bidder must represent that its bid is genuine and not a sham and that the bidder is not in collusion with
others, and that the bidder has not colluded, conspired, connived or agreed, directly or indirectly with any
other person or bidder to put in a sham proposal, or to fix the cost of the contract, or to secure any advantage
against the government or any person interested in the contract,

g. Restriction on Employment of Sex Offenders

In accordance with 5 GCA § 5253, the bidder must warrant that no person in its employment who has been convicted
of a sex offense under the provisions of Chapter 25 of Title 9 of the Guam Code Annotated, or convicted of an
offense defined in Article 2 of Chapter 28 of Title 9 of the Guam Code Annotated regardless of the jurisdiction in
which the conviction was obtained, or who is listed on a Sex Offender Registry of any jurisdiction, shall provide
services on behalf of the bidder relative to this procurement.

Contractor shall comply with 49 USC 40118 (the “Fly America” Act) in accordance with General Services
Administration regulations 41 CFR 301-10, stating that recipients and sub recipients of Federal funds and their
contractors are required to use US Flag air carriers for US Government-financed international air travel and
transportation of their personal effects or property, to the extent such service is available, unless travel by foreign
air carrier is a matter of necessity, as defined by the Fly America Act.

In addition to other penalties that
may be applicable, contractor further acknowledges that if it makes, or causes to be made, a false, fictitious, or
fraudulent claim, statement, submittal, or certification, the US Government reserves the right to impose the penalties
of the Program Fraud Civil Remedies Act (1986) on contractor to the extent the US Government deems appropriate.
(2) If contractor makes, or causes to be made, a false, fictitious, or fraudulent claim, statement, submittal, or
certification to the US Government under a contract connected with a project that is financed in whole or in part
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with FTA assistance under the authority of 49 USC 5307, the Government reserves the right to impose the penalties
of 18 USC 1001 and 49 USC 5307(n)(1) on contractor, to the extent the US Government deems appropriate.

If contractor is in possession of any of the recipient’s property,
contractor shall account for same, and dispose of it as the recipient directs.

b. Termination for Default [Breach or Cause] (General Provision) If contractor does not deliver items in accordance
with the contract delivery schedule, or, if the contract is for services, and contractor fails to perform in the manner
called for in the contract, or if contractor fails to comply with any other provisions of the contract, the recipient may
terminate this contract for default. Termination shall be affected by serving a notice of termination to contractor
setting forth the manner in which contractor is in default. Contractor shall only be paid the contract price for supplies
delivered and accepted, or for services performed in accordance with the manner of performance set forth in the
contract. If it is later determined by the recipient that contractor had an excusable reason for not performing, such
as a strike, fire, or flood, events which are not the fault of or are beyond the control of contractor, the recipient, after
setting up a new delivery or performance schedule, may allow contractor to continue work, or treat the termination
as a termination for convenience.

c. Opportunity to Cure (General Provision) the recipient in its sole discretion may, in the case of a termination for
breach or default, allow contractor an appropriately short period of time in which to cure the defect. In such case,
the notice of termination shall state the time period in which cure is permitted and other appropriate conditions. If
contractor fails to remedy to the recipient's satisfaction the breach or default or any of the terms, covenants, or
conditions of this Contract within ten (10) days after receipt by contractor or written notice from the recipient setting
forth the nature of said breach or default, the recipient shall have the right to terminate the Contract without any
further obligation to contractor. Any such termination for default shall not in any way operate to preclude the
recipient from also pursuing all available remedies against contractor and its sureties for said breach or default.

d. Waiver of Remedies for any Breach In the event that the recipient elects to waive its remedies for any breach by
contractor of any covenant, term or condition of this Contract, such waiver by the recipient shall not limit its
remedies for any succeeding breach of that or of any other term, covenant, or condition of this Contract.

e. Termination for Convenience (Professional or Transit Service Contracts) the recipient, by written notice, may
terminate this contract, in whole or in part, when it is in the recipient's interest. If the contract is terminated, the
recipient shall be liable only for payment under the payment provisions of this contract for services rendered before
the effective date of termination.

f. Termination for Default (Supplies and Service) If contractor fails to deliver supplies or to perform the services
within the time specified in this contract or any extension or if the contractor fails to comply with any other
provisions of this contract, the recipient may terminate this contract for default. The recipient shall terminate by
delivering to contractor a notice of termination specifying the nature of default. Contractor shall only be paid the
contract price for supplies delivered and accepted, or services performed in accordance with the manner or
performance set forth in this contract. If, after termination for failure to fulfill contract obligations, it is determined
that contractor was not in default, the rights and obligations of the parties shall be the same as if termination had
been issued for the recipient’s convenience.

g. Termination for Default (Transportation Services) If contractor fails to pick up the commodities or to perform the
services, including delivery services, within the time specified in this contract or any extension or if contractor fails
to comply with any other provisions of this contract, the recipient may terminate this contract for default. The
recipient shall terminate by delivering to contractor a notice of termination specifying the nature of default.
Contractor shall only be paid the contract price for services performed in accordance with the manner of performance
set forth in this contract. If this contract is terminated while contractor has possession of the recipient goods,
contractor shall, as directed by the recipient, protect and preserve the goods until surrendered to the recipient or its
agent. Contractor and the recipient shall agree on payment for the preservation and protection of goods. Failure to
agree on an amount shall be resolved under the Dispute clause. If, after termination for failure to fulfill contract
obligations, it is determined that contractor was not in default, the rights and obligations of the parties shall be the
same as if termination had been issued for the recipient’s convenience.

h. Termination for Default (Construction) If contractor refuses or fails to prosecute the work or any separable part,
with the diligence that will insure its completion within the time specified, or any extension, or fails to complete the
work within this time, or if contractor fails to comply with any other provisions of this contract, the recipient may
terminate this contract for default. The recipient shall terminate by delivering to contractor a notice of termination
specifying the nature of default. In this event, the recipient may take over the work and compete it by contract or
otherwise, and may take possession of and use any materials, appliances, and plant on the work site necessary for
completing the work. Contractor and its sureties shall be liable for any damage to the recipient resulting from
contractor's refusal or failure to complete the work within specified time, whether or not contractor's right to proceed

with the work is terminated. This liability includes any increased costs incurred by the recipient in completing the
work.

Contractor's right to proceed shall not be terminated nor shall contractor be charged with damages under this clause
if:

1. Delay in completing the work arises from unforeseeable causes beyond the control and without the fault or
negligence of contractor. Examples of such causes include: acts of God, acts of the recipient, acts of another
contractor in the performance of a contract with the recipient, epidemics, quarantine restrictions, strikes, freight
embargoes; and

2. Contractor, within 10 days from the beginning of any delay, notifies the recipient in writing of the causes of delay.
If in the recipient’s judgment, delay is excusable, the time for completing the work shall be extended. The recipient’s
judgment shall be final and conclusive on the parties, but subject to appeal under the Disputes clauses.

If, after termination of contractor's right to proceed, it is determined that contractor was not in default, or that the
delay was excusable, the rights and obligations of the parties will be the same as if termination had been issued for
the recipient’s convenience.

1. Termination for Convenience or Default (Architect & Engineering) the recipient may terminate this contract in
whole or in part, for the recipient's convenience or because of contractor’s failure to fulfill contract obligations. The
recipient shall terminate by delivering to contractor a notice of termination specifying the nature, extent, and
effective date of termination. Upon receipt of the notice, contractor shall (1) immediately discontinue all services
affected (unless the notice directs otherwise), and (2) deliver to the recipient all data, drawings, specifications,
reports, estimates, summaries, and other information and materials accumulated in performing this contract, whether
completed or in process. If termination is for the recipient’s convenience, it shall make an equitable adjustment in
the contract price but shall allow no anticipated profit on unperformed services. If termination is for contractor’s
failure to fulfill contract obligations, the recipient may complete the work by contact or otherwise and contractor
shall be liable for any additional cost incurred by the recipient. If, after termination for failure to fulfill contract
obligations, it is determined that contractor was not in default, the rights and obligations of the parties shall be the
same as if termination had been issued for the recipient’s convenience.

J. Termination for Convenience or Default (Cost-Type Contracts) the recipient may terminate this contract, or any
portion of it, by serving a notice or termination on contractor. The notice shall state whether termination is for
convenience of the recipient or for default of contractor. If termination is for default, the notice shall state the manner
in which contractor has failed to perform the requirements of the contract. Contractor shall account for any property
in its possession paid for from funds received from the recipient, or property supplied to contractor by the recipient.
If termination is for default, the recipient may fix the fee, if the contract provides for a fee, to be paid to contractor
in proportion to the value, if any, of work performed up to the time of termination. Contractor shail promptly submit
its termination claim to the recipient and the parties shall negotiate the termination settlement to be paid to contractor.
If termination is for the recipient’s convenience, contractor shall be paid its contract close- out costs, and a fee, if
the contract provided for payment of a fee, in proportion to the work performed up to the time of termination. If,
after serving a notice of termination for default, the recipient determines that contractor has an excusable reason for
not performing, such as strike, fire, flood, events which are not the fault of and are beyond the control of contractor,
the recipient, after setting up a new work schedule, may allow contractor to continue work, or treat the termination
as a termination for convenience.

Government Wide Debarment and Suspension (Non-Procurement)

Applicability — Contracts over $25,000

This contract is a covered transaction for purposes of 49 CFR Part 29. As such, the contractor is required to verify
that none of the contractors, its principals, as defined at 49 CFR 29.995, or affiliates, as defined at 49 CFR 29.905,
are excluded or disqualified as defined at 49 CFR 29.940 and 29.945. The contractor is required to comply with 49
CFR 29, Subpart C and must include the requirement to comply with 49 CFR 29, Subpart C in any lower tier covered
transaction it enters into.

By signing and submitting its bid or proposal, the bidder or proposer certifies as follows: The certification in this
clause is a material representation of fact relied upon by the recipient. If it is later determined that the bidder or
proposer knowingly rendered an erroneous certification, in addition to remedies available to the recipient, the
Federal Government may pursue available remedies, including but not limited to suspension and/or debarment. The
bidder or proposer agrees to comply with the requirements of 49 CFR 29, Subpart C while this offer is valid and
throughout the period of any contract that may arise from this offer. The bidder or proposer further agrees to include
a provision requiring such compliance in its lower tier covered transactions.

Debarment and Suspension (Executive Orders 12549 and 12689)-A contract award (see 2 CFR 180.220) must not
be made to parties listed on the government wide exclusions in the System for Award Management (SAM), in
accordance with the OMB guidelines at 2 CFR 180 that implement Executive Orders 12549 (3 CFR part 1986
Comp., p. 189) and 12689 (3 CFR part 1989 Comp., p. 235), “Debarment and Suspension.” SAM Exclusions
contain the names of parties debarred, suspended, or otherwise excluded by agencies, as well as parties declared
ineligible under statutory or regulatory authority other than Executive Order 12549,

Contracts Involving Federal Privacy Act Requirements

When a grantee maintains files on drug and alcohol enforcement activities for FTA, and those files are organized so
that information could be retrieved by personal identifier, the Privacy Act requirements apply to all contracts except
micro-purchases ($3,000 or less, except for construction contracts over $2,000)
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The following requirements apply to the Contractor and its employees that administer any system of records on
behalf of the Federal Government under any contract:

(a) Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, as amended, 42 U.S.C. § 2000d et seq., (b) U.S. DOT regulations,
“Nondiscrimination in Federally-Assisted Programs of the Department of Transportation — Effectuation of Title VI
of the Civil Rights Act of 1964,” 49 C.F.R. part 21, and (c) Federal transit law, specifically 49 U.S.C. § 5332, as
stated in the preceding section a, and (3) Except as FTA determines otherwise in writing, follow: (a) The most recent
edition of FTA Circular 4702.1, “Title VI and Title VI-Dependent Guidelines for Federal Transit Administration
Recipients,” to the extent consistent with applicable Federal laws, regulations, and guidance. (b) U.S. DOJ,
“Guidelines for the enforcement of Title VI, Civil Rights Act of 1964, 28 C.F.R. § 50.3, and (c) Other applicable
Federal guidance that may be issued,

¢. Equal Employment Opportunity. (1) Federal Requirements and Guidance. The Recipient agrees to, and assures
that each Third Party Participant will, prohibit discrimination on the basis of race, color, religion, sex, or national
origin, and: (a) Comply with Title VII of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, as amended, 42 U.S.C. § 2000e et seq., (b)
Facilitate compliance with Executive Order No. 11246, “Equal Employment Opportunity,” as amended by
Executive Order No. 11375, “Amending Executive Order No. 11246, Relating to Equal Employment Opportunity,”
42 U.S.C. § 2000e note, (c) Comply with Federal transit law, specifically 49 U.S.C. § 5332, as stated in section a,
and (d) Comply with other applicable EEO laws and regulations, as provided in Federal guidance, including laws
and regulations prohibiting discrimination on the basis of disability, except as the Federal Government determines
otherwise in writing, (2) General. The Recipient agrees to: (a) Ensure that applicants for employment are employed
and employees are treated during employment without discrimination on the basis of their: 1 Race, 2 Color, 3
Religion, 4 Sex, 5 Disability, 6 Age, or 7 National origin, (b) Take affirmative action that includes, but is not limited
to: 1 Recruitment advertising, 2 Recruitment, 3 Employment, 4 Rates of pay, 5 Other forms of compensation, 6
Selection for training, including apprenticeship, 7 Upgrading, 8 Transfers, 9 Demotions, 10 Layoffs, and 11
Terminations, and (3) Equal Employment Opportunity Requirements for Construction Activities. In addition to the
foregoing, when undertaking “construction” as recognized by the U.S. Department of Labor (U.S. DOL), the
Recipient agrees to comply, and assures the compliance of each Third Party Participant, with: (a) U.S. DOL
regulations, “Office of Federal Contract Compliance Programs, Equal Employment Opportunity, Department of
Labor,” 41 C.F.R. chapter 60, and (b) Executive Order No. 11246, “Equal Employment Opportunity,” as amended
by Executive Order No. 11375, “Amending Executive Order No. 11246, Relating to Equal Employment
Opportunity,” 42 U.S.C. § 2000e note,

d. Nondiscrimination on the Basis of Sex. The Recipient agrees to comply with Federal prohibitions against
discrimination on the basis of sex, including: (1) Title IX of the Education Amendments of 1972, as amended, 20
US.C. § 1681 et seq., (2) U.S. DOT regulations, “Nondiscrimination on the Basis of Sex in Education Programs or
Activities Receiving Federal Financial Assistance,” 49 C.F.R. part 25, and (3) Federal transit law, specifically 49
U.S.C. § 5332, as stated in section a,

e. Nondiscrimination on the Basis of Age. The Recipient agrees to comply with Federal prohibitions against
discrimination on the basis of age, including: (1) The Age Discrimination in Employment Act (ADEA), 29 U.S.C.
§§

621 - 634, which prohibits discrimination on the basis of age, (2) U.S. Equal Employment Opportunity Commission
(U.S. EEOC) regulations, “Age Discrimination in Employment Act,” 29 C.F.R. part 1625, which implements the
ADEA, (3) The Age Discrimination Act of 1975, as amended, 42 U.S.C. § 6101 et seq., which prohibits
discrimination against individuals on the basis of age in the administration of programs or activities receiving
Federal funds, (4) U.S. Health and Human Services regulations, “Nondiscrimination on the Basis of Age in Programs

“Nondiscrimination on the Basis of Disability by Public Accommodations and in Commercial Facilities,” 28 C.F.R.
part 36, (g) U.S. EEOC, “Regulations to Implement the Equal Employment Provisions of the Americans with
Disabilities Act,” 29 CFR. part 1630, (h) U.S. Federal Communications Commission regulations,
“Telecommunications Relay Services and Related Customer Premises Equipment for Persons with Disabilities,” 47
C.F.R. part 64, Subpart F, (i) U.S. ATBCB regulations, “Electronic and Information Technology Accessibility
Standards,” 36 C.F.R. part 1194, and (j) FTA regulations, “Transportation for Elderly and Handicapped Persons,”
49 C.F.R. part 609, and (3) Other applicable Federal civil rights and nondiscrimination guidance,

g. Drug or Alcohol Abuse - Confidentiality and Other Civil Rights Protections. The Recipient agrees to comply with
the confidentiality and civil rights protections of: (1) The Drug Abuse Office and Treatment Act of 1972, as
amended, 21 U.S.C. § 1101 et seq., (2) The Comprehensive Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism Prevention, Treatment
and Rehabilitation Act of 1970, as amended, 42 U.S.C. § 4541 et seq., and (3) The Public Health Service Act, as
amended, 42 U.S.C. §§ 290dd - 290dd-2,

h. Access to Services for People with Limited English Proficiency. Except as the Federal Government determines
otherwise in writing, the Recipient agrees to promote accessibility of public transportation services to people whose
understanding of English is limited by following: 1) Executive Order No. 13166, “Improving Access to Services for
Persons with Limited English Proficiency,” August 11, 2000, 42 U.S.C. § 2000d-1 note, and (2) U.S. DOT Notice,
“DOT Policy Guidance Concerning Recipients’ Responsibilities to Limited English Proficiency (LEP) Persons,” 70
Fed. Reg. 74087, December 14, 2005,

1. Environmental Justice. Except as the Federal Government determines otherwise in writing, the Recipient agrees
to promote environmental justice by following: (1) Executive Order No. 12898, “Federal Actions to Address
Environmental Justice in Minority Populations and Low-Income Populations,” February 11, 1994, 42 U.S.C. § 4321
note, as well as facilitating compliance with that Executive Order, and (2) DOT Order 5610.2, “Department of
Transportation Actions To Address Environmental Justice in Minority Populations and Low-Income Populations,”
62 Fed. Reg. 18377, April 15, 1997, and (3) The most recent and applicable edition of FTA Circular 4703.1,
“Environmental Justice Policy Guidance for Federal Transit Administration Recipients,” August 15, 2012, to the
extent consistent with applicable Federal laws, regulations, and guidance, and
J- Other Nondiscrimination Laws. Except as the Federal Government determines otherwise in writing, the Recipient
agrees to: (1} Comply with other applicable Federal nondiscrimination laws and regulations, and (2) Follow Federal
guidance prohibiting discrimination.

k. Contractor shall include these requirements in each subcontract financed in whole or in part with FTA assistance,
modified only if necessary to identify the affected parties.

Breaches and Dispute Resolution

All contracts over $100,000

Disputes arising in the performance of this contract which are not resolved by agreement of the parties shall be
decided in writing by the recipient’s authorized representative. This decision shall be final and conclusive.
Remedies - If there is a dispute arising out of this procurement or contract, the parties may avail of the Guam
Procurement Code’s protest procedures, the Office of the Public Auditor’s appeal procedures, or the procedures in
the Government Claims Act.

Rights and Remedies - Duties and obligations imposed by the contract documents and the rights and remedies
available thereunder shall be in addition to and not a limitation of any duties, obligations, rights and remedies
otherwise imposed or available by law. No action or failure to act by the recipient or contractor shall constitute a
waiver of any right or duty afforded any of them under the contract, nor shall any such action or failure to act
constitute an approval of or acquiescence in any breach thereunder, except as may be specifically agreed in writing.
Mandatory Disputes Resolution Clause

In the event of a conflict between this “Mandatory Disputes Resolution Clause™ and any other terms in this contract,
it is the intent of the government of Guam and the contractor that the terms of this clause are to be given precedence.
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(I) Disputes- Contractual Controversies. The Government of Guam and the contractor agree to attempt resolution
of all controversies which arise under, or are by virtue of, this contract through mutual agreement. If the
controversy is not resolved by mutual agreement, then the contractor shall request the head of the purchasing
agency, or their designee, in writing to issue a final decision within sixty days after receipt of the written request
in keeping with 5 GCA § 5427 (c). The head of the purchasing agency or their designee shall immediately
furnish a copy of the decision to the contractor, by certified mail with a return receipt requested, or by any other
method that provides evidence of receipt.

(2) Absence of a Written Decision within Sixty Days. If the head of the purchasing agency, or their designee does
not issue a written decision within sixty days after written request for a final decision, or within such longer
period as may be agreed upon by the parties, then the contractor may proceed as though the head of the
purchasing agency, or their designee had issued a decision adverse to the contractor.

(3) Appeals to the Office of Public Accountability. The head of the purchasing agency, or their designee’s decision
shall be final and conclusive, unless fraudulent or unless the contractor appeals the decision administratively to
the Public Auditor in accordance with 5 GCA § 5706.

(4) Disputes — Money Owed to or By the Government of Guam. This subsection applies to appeals of the
government of Guam’s decision on a dispute. For money owed by or to the government of under this contract,
the contractor shall appeal the decision in accordance with the “Government Claims Act”, 5 GCA § 6101 et.
seq., by initially filing a claim with the Office of the Attorney General no later than eighteen months after the
decision is rendered by the government of Guam or from the date when a decision should have been rendered.
For all other claims by or against the government of Guam arising under this contract, the Office of the Public
Auditor has jurisdiction over the appeal from the decision of the government of Guam. Appeals to the Office
of the Public Auditor must be made within sixty days of government of Guam’s decision or from the date the
decision should have been made.

(5) Exhaustion of Administrative Remedies. The contractor shall exhaust all administrative remedies before filing
an action in the Superior Court of Guam in accordance with applicable laws.

(6) Performance of Contract Pending Final Resolution by the Court. The contractor shall comply with the
government of Guam’s decision and proceed diligently with performance of this contract pending final
resolution by the Superior Court of Guam of any controversy arising under, or by virtue of, this contract, except
where the contractor claims a material breach of this contract by the government of Guam. However, if the head
of the purchasing agency determines in writing that continuation of services under this contract is essential to
the public’s health or safety, then the contractor shall proceed diligently with performance of the contract
notwithstanding any claim of material breach by the government of Guam.

Disadvantaged Business Enterprise
Contracts over $3,000 awarded on the basis of a bid or proposal offering to use DBEs
a. This contract is subject to the requirements of Title 49, Code of Federal Regulations, Part 26, Participation by
Disadvantaged Business Enterprises in Department of Transportation Financial Assistance Programs. The national
goal for participation of Disadvantaged Business Enterprises (DBE) is 10%. The recipient’s overall goal for DBE
participation is listed elsewhere. If a separate contract goal for DBE participation has been established for this
procurement, it is listed elsewhere.
b. The contractor shail not discriminate on the basis of race, color, religion, national origin or sex in the performance
of this contract. The contractor shall carry out applicable requirements of 49 CFR Part 26 in the award and
administration of this contract. Failure by the contractor to carry out these requirements is a material breach of this
contract, which may result in the termination of this contract or such other remedy as the municipal corporation
deems appropriate. Each subcontract the contractor signs with a subcontractor must include the assurance in this
paragraph (see 49 CFR 26.13(b)).
